For most people who 
do find out they have been diagnosed, it is a devastating blow 
to their lives; but not to junior Haitham Zitioui. Zitioui is known 
as one of the most optimistic and intelligent people at school by 
his peers. He shows this by his will power to make himself the 
best he can be. 

He and his family noticed a limp that slowly began to introduce 
itself to his life. His parents had him checked by numerous 
doctors, but they all disregarded it. At age five, a new specialist 
diagnosed and confirmed that he had Duchenne Muscular 
Dystrophy. Although Zitioui had a limp, he was still able to do 
anything else a normal child was able to do.
